Kew Veco Took Share 


Recently there came into the hands of the writer of this column a copy 
of a circular letter addressed by a landlord to the fifty odd tenant farmers on 
his more than 25,000 acres of land in Western Canada, This little circular 
conjained one or two paragraphs which deserve much wider circulation than 
merely to tlis landlord’s own tenants; hence the decision to quote it here: 

“I stepped into a blacksmith shop the other day and the blacksmith call- 
ed my attention to a disc he was sharpening, and this in substance is what he 
said: ‘The farmer: who owns this disc has had it for fifteen years and this is 
the first time it has ever been sharpened. I told him,’ he said,, ‘that it was 
not strange that bis only crop for a long time had been weeds. You have 
been dragging this old disc around for years and it has been only a roller 
going over your land. You are as dull in your head as this old disc.’ That 
blacksmith was right. There are two kinds of farmers, dull and sharp. One 
has dull plows, dull discs, dull cultivators, dull mowers, dull scythes, dull 
hoes, dull saws, dull axes, ete.; the other has tools and machinery that are 
in perfect condition. One succeeds, the other fails.’ 

How many farmers have yet to realize the importance of the plain truths 
expressed in the above quoted paragraph? 


How many are today laying the 
blame for poor crops and other misfortunes upon everything but their own 
shortsightedness, carelessness, or deliberate neglect? The farmer who has a 
poor crop on account of hail, rust or frost—conditions over which he has no 
control—deserves our sympathy, but the farmer who has a poor crop while 
his neighbors bave a good crop, is simply a sloppy farmer and ig entitled to 
no sympathy from anyone 

In the highly organized and efficientiy managed factories of today the 
oversight and care given to the tools and machinery in use is hardly second- 
ary to the care given in the selection of the employees When saws, or 
planes, or cutting tools of any kind begin to get dull, or a nick appears, they 
are at once replaced by a perfect tool, while the old one is sent to be sharp 
ened The time taken in making the change, and the expense involved in 
re-sharpening, is more than made up in the better class of work turned out 
Not only so, but more work can be done in a given time with sharp tools than 
with dull ones, consequently the workman is making larger profits for his 
employer and doing so with less of worry and strain to himself

Pruning in a prairie tree plantation 
is a matter on which information is 
always sought.

These are the remarks that usually 
accompany the question, “When is the 
best time to prune my plantation?” 

The usual answer is, “Don't prune 
the plantation at all,” although it can 
be modified sometimes.

If it is 
only intended as a narrow belt of 
hree or four rows of trees with its 

"shelter value of no importance, and 
plenty of time and money to keep it 
cultivated always available, then it 
may be pruned.

Modifications of this principle may 
sometimes be made where some of the 
trees, for one reason or another, de- 
velop three or four stems. Here the 
extra stems should not be cut off ex 
cept two or three feet at the top of 
all of them but the best one may be 
removed. This gives the leader a 
chance to get ahead and become the 
tree proper. 

As the leaf canopy gets higher up 
and these dominated stems die, they 
may be cut off close to the main stem 
if thought advisable and the wounds 
painted. 

The pruning of a plantation is a de- 
licate operation that is usually best 
left to nature. She is the great 
teacher and when we interfere unduly 
with any of her methods she always 
comes back with a counter-punch we 
Miay regret. Better leave the shelter 
belt alone, till it is about 30 ft. high 
when the dominated trees can be re 
moved leaving the vigorous ones to 
be the permanent plantation. 

The soil is the most important con 
sideration in a shelter plantation and 
the only way to keep it in good con- 
dition is to maintain as much as pos- 
sible, the close canopy of the leaves.

Where Coinage Is Depreciating 


A Fortune in Nalls 

A story” which, as he says, “well, 
but somewhat extremely,” illustrates 
the position in Germany and other 
parts of Europe where coinage is de- 
preciating, is told by Gordon B. 
Johnson, Canadian Trade Commis- 
sioner at Glasgow, in a report to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 

“A Russian in the nail business,” 
Mr. Johnson tells the tale, “went to 
Germany with, say, 25,000,000 rou 
bles. Germany, having a high grade 
exchange as compared with Russia, he 
only received sufficient marks for all 
his millions of roubles to fill one wag- 
one load of nails. He took the wagon 
load of nails to Russia and sold them 
for 30,000,000 roubles, a profit of 20 
per cent.

He returned to Russia and 
sold the four cases for 40,000,000 rou- 
bles, but when he came back to Ger- 
many the Russian exchange had again 
fallen, and he got only enough marks 
to buy one nail, so he hammered it 
into the wall, tied a rope to it and 
hanged himself.

Physical 
courage is very common. It exists 
to a more or less extent in most Cana- 
dian boys. Moral courage is more 
rare.” 

The third essential emphasized by 
Mr. Beatty is one seldom stressed, 
Damely modesty. Mr. Beatty sald 
that he mentioned modesty so promin- 
ently because it was a quality which 
as far as the outward evidences were 
concerned, was fast disappearing from 
the boys and girls of this generation.

Flour Dangerous Explosive 


Six Pounds Said to be Sufficient to 
Blow Up a Building 


The housewife when making her 
pies and cakes seldom reflects that 
flour is_as dangerous an explosive as 
gunpowder. If the contents of a six- 
pound sack of wheat flour were dis- 
tributed through the air of a good- 
sized house ,the lighting of a match 
would blow up the building. Twice 
the quantity of flour mixed with four 
thousand cubic feet of air in a closed 
place would, if ignited, generate 
enough force to throw 2,500 tons to a 
height of one hundred feet. ~Whht 
is the reason of this? When flour is 
distributed through the air of a room 
every particle of it comes in contact 
with the oxygen of the air; conse- 
quently it burns instantaneously on 
being lighted. A great quantity of 
gas is generated suddenly, and in try- 
ing to expand in a closed place bursts 
the walls of the room. Grain dust 
is not alone in its explosive tenden- 
cles, for meal dust, rubber dust, 
sugar cork and paper dust act similar- 
ly. During the last two and a half 
years dust explosions in Canada and 
the United States have caused the 
deaths of nearly one hundred people 
and destroyed more than $10,000,000 
worth of property.

Indians are dying off at the posts 
on Lake Athabasca, due to the in 
fluenza scourge, which has been play- 
ing havoe with the lives of the aborig- 
inees since last summer, according to 
reports brought from the north coun- 
try by trappers arriving at Edmonton. 

At the present time the population 
of Fond du Lae is approximately 400 
souls all told when the various In- 
dian bands are in from the hunting 
grounds, but this number is_ being 
grealty reduced by the influenza, 74 
of the natives having already suc- 
cumbed to the disease. 

Several of the bands have not yet 
returned from the Barren Lands, 
and it is likely that when these come 
into the post “it will be found that 
their numbers have decreased. ‘The 
natives at Chippewyan, Fitzgerald, 
Fort Smith, Fort Resolution, Bochez 
River and other posts have also been 


dying off from the same cause, and 
it is likely that when the total is 
definitely known it will run into a 


large figure.

The World Grows Warmer 


Hemisphere is Warming Up 
The best way in which to comfort 
Ourselves in weather such as we 
have been having is by consideration 
of the fact that this world of ours 
{s not growing colder and wetter but 
warmer and drier, Particularly the 
Northern Hemisphere. 

The process is, of course, rather 
a slow one, but it is none the less 
Steady, and of late it seems to have 
accelerated to some extent. 

If we possessed records of+ the 
‘weather since the beginning of the 
Christian era it is certain that the 
temperature over the whole of Bur- 
ope and North America would show a 
startling nise, 

Unfortunately the theremometer is 
a comparatively modern invention, 
while weather recording is a_ still 
more recent innovation, Yet for all 
that we can find plenty of proof, both 
in history and in other ways. 

For instance, in Caesar’s account of 
the Gallic Wars we find frequent 
mention of frosts so intense that 
whole armies were able to cross 
broad rivers on the ice. We know, 
too, that in those days Germany's 
winter was almost Arctie in its sever- 
ity. 

These” are conditions which have 
long since passed away, and it is not 
more than twice or thrice in a cen 
tury that a river like the Seine 
freezes up. 

We are also aware that no further 
back than the sixteenth century the 
winters in England were, on an aver- 
age, much more severe than they are 
nowadays. 

Another interesting proof is obtain- 
ed from the records of the Hudson's 
Bay Company. These records give in 
every case the date of the freeze-up 
of the NorthWestern rivers and of 
the break-up of the ice. 

We learn from them that within the 
past two centuries the average inter- 
val between the setting in of the wip- 
tér frost and the coming of the spring 
thaw has decreased by no fewer than 
ten days. 

Again, European glaciers are every: 
Where receding. The Aletsch, the 
largest Of Alpine glaciers, is receding 
at the rate of fifty feet yearly, the 
Grand Desert at nearly double that 
pace, The Kaltwasser, the Lotschen, 
the Tinal—all are shrinking steadily. 

In the great glaciers of the Cau- 


casus the shrinkage is even more 
noticeable. Eight of the largest are 
receding at rates varying between 


twenty and one hundred teet yearly. 
The ice fringes of both Poles are 


retreating. even during the com-

a letter written by him as long ago as 
1878, In which the tremendous devel- 
opment of the telephone service was 
predicted with wonderful accuracy. 
The letter was written to the capital- 
ists of an electric company who were 
interested in the development of the 
telephone in England. By them the 
letter was issued in the form of a 
Prospectus. Dated “March 26, 1878, 
Kensington’ London,” the letter in- 
cludes the following: “At the present 
time we have a perfect network of gas 
Pipes and water pipes throughout our 
large citles. We have main pipes 
laid under the streets communicating 
with the side pipes with the various 
dwellings ,enabling the members to 
draw their supplies of gas and water 
from a common source. # In a similar 
manner, it Is conceivable that cables 
of telephone wires could be laid un- 
derground or suspended overhead, 
communicating by branch wires with 
private dwellings, country houses, 
shops, manufacturies, ete., uniting 
them through the main cable with a 
central office, where the wires would 
be connected as desired, establishing 
direct communication between an 
two places in the city. Such a plan 
as this though impracticable at the 
present time will, I firmly believe, be 
the outcome of the introduction of the 
telephone to the public.

The harvest this year is exception. 
al. The farmers of Manitoba will 
spend probably $6,000,000 for outside 
help alone during the next three 
months.

Though Canadian immigration falls 
broadly into two classes, British and 
American, many European peoples 
have contributed in a large measure 
agricultural development of the 
western provinces, and it is gratifying 
to note the same healthy interest in 
Canada eyinced by the most desirable 
of these. The personally conducted 
land party has proved an excellent 
colonization method in the case of 
people from the British Isles intend- 
ing settling on Canadian lands and 
unacquainted with conditions, and this 
has been extended to other peoples, 
and sturdy bands of citizens from Hol- 
land, Norway and Denmark have been 
conducted under expert guidance from 
their old homes to Canadian farm¢. 

On all sides this awakening of in- 
terest {s evident. It is a new faith

Eighth Crop Report 


Issued by Publicity Commis- 
sioner, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Edmonton, Monday, Aug. 
l4th, 1922, 

Harvesting of Alberta's 1022 
wheat crop has been commen- 
ced, Cutting of rye is practi- 
cally completed throughout the 
province, Cutting of wheat 
has started at several points 
and will be general within 
another week, 

Since the publication of the 
last report, rains which have 
fallen in many districts have 
improved the situation with 
respect to late grains and feed, 
The northern districts, hitherto 
lacking in moisture, have been 
favored with local showers, and 
a heavy 12-hour rain fell over 
the week-end, covering several 
northern districts. These rains 
will the late grain to fill, and 
will also add improvement to 
pasture and to feed crops. The 
situation in this respect is more 
encouraging than for some 
weeks, Showers have been 
fairly general over all the pro- 
vince during the past week. 

While the very warm weath- 
er of the past week or two had 
atendency to ripen the grain 
before it had properly filled, 
there iS no reason at the pres- 
ent time to reduce estimates of 
yields made two weeks ago. 
In fact, late grain is filling bet- 
terthan expected, and yields 
are likely to show an increase 
over first estimates, 

In the’ southern areas, rye 
cutting is completed, and the 
yields in this grain are averag- 
ing from 15 bushels in the dry- 
er areas to 30 bushels in the 
more favored The 
stands of oats in 


sections. 
wheat and 


these areas generally speaking, | 


is heavy, and wheat will not be 
ready for the binder for anoth- 
er week, save in isolated spots. 

In the central and northern 
areas, the wheat has ripened 
much faster, and harvesting 
has been under way for aweek, 
Districts in these areas report 
conditions much improved over 
a fortnight ago, and the indica- 
tion is for a better yield than 
than was at first expected. 

The first cutting of alfalfa in 
the south has been completed, 


andthe yields have averaged 
two toms per acre. The second 
cutting will be ready this week. 

The province has been com- 
paratively free from hail th’‘s 
year, damage being reported 
from only a few scattered loca’- 
ities. 

Farm labor for harvest sea- 
son is commanding $3 a day, 
and labor for ordinary purposes 
on the farm is receiving at 
present, from $50 to $60 per 
month,
